>£900 Hanoverians, and 6000 Heffians in Bri- 
ii) pay, began their march about the middle of 
this month, to jois the Sriti/fa troops in Flanders, 
where they arrived about the middle of Of cber. 

November 16, The parliament met at /Ve/- 
minfler, and his Majefty opened the feffion with 
a moft gracious fpeech from the throne. 

Both houfes upon this occafion prefented mott 
complaifant addrefles, as ufual, and his Majefty 
returned a moft gracious anfwer toeach. 

December 1, A motion was made in the houfe 
of commons, for reviving the fecret commit- 
tce, but the queftion was carried in the nega- 
tive by 253 to 186. 

—~- 3, Ihe unfortunate place-bill had this 
fefRon fo litt!'e countenance even in the houfe of 
commons, that the queftion for leave to bring 
itin, was Carried in the negative. 

31, The national debt, at the end of 
thisyear, amounted to 48,915,0474 165. 94. 
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farthing, towards payment of which there re- 
mained in cafh in the Exchequer, 183,946 /, 
135. 1d. three farthings. 

The moft eminent pertons who died this year, 
were, The Duke of Montrofe, Dr. Edmund 
Halley, aftronomy profeffor; Lord Paget, eld- 
eft fon of the Earl of Uxbridge, and author cf 
feveral inzenious pieces; Hfenry Vifcount St. 
Fobn, of Batterfea, fathtr to the Lord Vif- 
count Bolingbroke ; Dr. Thomas Dover, a fa- 
mous phytician; Nicholas Amburfl, reputed 
author of the Craftsman; Dr. Alured Clarke, 
dean of Exeter; Mr. Nathan Bailey, author of 
the Engi DiQtionary ; John Oldmixen, author 
of feveral hiftorical and political pieces; Wil- 
liam Somerville, author of the Chafe, a poem; 
Dr. Alexander Stuart, phyfician to his Majefty; 
Dr. Hugh Boulter, archbifhop of Ardmagh, 
and primate of Jreland, and Mrs. Smith, who 
left an eftate of about 12000/. per ann. to the 
Earl of Bath, after the death of her fon, a 
lunatick. 

Fanuary 18. Cardinal Fleury, prime-minifter 
to the French King, died at his palace at U/ey, 
near Paris, aged 89; and notwithftanding his 
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having for fo long a time had the whole reve- 
nues of France at his difpofal, the whole of his 
eftate and effects did not exceed 9000 /. teri. 





28, Was fought the battle of Campo- 
Santo, between the Auffrian and Sardinian 
army commanded by Count Traun, and the 
Spanifhb army commanded by Count Gages, in 
which the former had at firft the worft of If, 
by a confufion among the horfe of their left 
wing ; but thefe having rallied and returned to 
to the charge, the latter was cbliged to retire 
and leave the field of battle to the enemy. Both 
fides, as ufual, claimed the victory ; but as the 

Spaniards afterwards thought of nothing but re- 

tiring, it was a proof of their having the wort 

of it in this battle. 

February 1, A motion was made in the houfe 
of lords, to addrefs his Majefty to exonerate his 
fubjeéts of the charge and burden of thofe mer- 
cenaries, who were taken into our fervice laft 
year, without the advice or confent of parlia- 
ment; but aftera long debate, the queftion was 
reiolved in the negative, contents 35, not con- 
tents go. 

21, 22, 24 and 25, There were long 
debates in the houfe of lords, relating to the bill 
fent up from the commons, for licenfing the 
retail of {pirituous liquors, in which the bench 
of bifhops appeared ftrenuoufly againft the bill, 
but every queftion was carried in its favour. 

April 2, We had an authentick account of 
commodore An/fon’s being in the South-Sea, of 
his having taken fevera] prizes, and plundered 
the town of Peyta; and that in Apri] 1742, he 
was upon the Mexican coaft, off Acquapulco. 

~—— 25, His Majefty in council declared 
his intention of going beyond fea, and nomi- 
nated the following perfons to be lords juftices 
in his abfence, viz. the archbifhop of Canter- 
bury, the lord chancellor, Earl of Harrington, 
L.P. Lord Gower, L. P.S. Dukes of Dor/t, 

Graft.n, Richmond, Bolton, Devonfbire, Mon- 
tagne and Newcaftle, Marquis of Tweedale, 
Earls of Pembroke. Winchelfea, Hay, Wilming- 
ton, and Bath, Lord Carteret and Henry Pel- 
ham, Efq; And on the 27th, his Majefty, with 
his royal highnefs the Duke, fet out from St, 

James's, but the wind being contrary, he did 

not arrive at Helvcet/luys till the 2d of May; 

and on the 6th he arrived at Hanover. 

May 14, The Seottifb regiment of Highlan- 
ders juft arrived from Scotland, were reviewed on 
Finchley-Common, being defigned for Flanders ; 
but a furmife being fpread that they were to be 
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fent tothe We/?- Indies, 150 of them deferted ina 
body on the 17th, and marched northwards ; on 
which orders were fent to all the troops quar- 
tered on the northern road to endeavour to in- 
tercept them, and accordingly they were fur- 
rounded in Lady-Wood, near Northampton, by 
fome fquadrons of horfe, obliged to furrender, 
and brought prifoners to the Tower, where 
three of them were condemned and fhot for de- 
fertion, and the reft pardoned, but tranfported 


to the We/?-Indies, as recruits for the regiments 
there. 





30, By letters from commodore Anfon, 
we had an account of his arrival at Canton, in 
China, on the 11th of November. 

June 16, A battle was fought at Dettingen, 
between the army of the allies, commanded by 
his Britannick Majefty in perfon, and the French 
army, commanded by the marfhal Duke de No- 
ailles; for the latter thinking that they might 
take the allied army at a great difadvantage in 
their march from A/chaffenbourg to Hanau, be- 
caufe of the nature of the ground, they croffed 
the Main, and attacked them in front, whilft 
they were galled in flank by the French nume- 
rous artillery, planted on the other fide of the 
river: but by the bravery of the troops, and the 
conduct of the generals, the allied army not on- 
ly repulfed the French, but attack’d them in 
their turn, and obliged them to repafs the Main 
with great precipitation. However, as the al- 
lies were entirely deftitute of provifions, they 
were obliged that night to continue their march 
towards Hanau, and leave their wounded tothe 
care of the enemy ; which furnifhed the French 
with a pretence to boaft of a victory, though 
their precipitate retreat over the A@ain, as well 
as all fair accounts of the battle, eonvinced the 
world to the contrary. 

Fuly 17, A general thankfiving was folem- 
nized, by order of the lords juftices, on account 
of the victory at Dettingen. 

Auguft 4, There was a defperate engagement 
in Sujfex, between a gang of fmugglers, and 
fome cfiicers of the cuftoms and excife, fuppor- 
ted by a party of dragoons in which feveral were 
wounded on both fides, and one of the dragoons 
killed ; and the former, it feems, got thevictory, 
for they carried off their goods in triumph. 

September 19, We were furprized with an 
account that the Earl of Stair had furrendered his 
commiffion, as general of the allied army under 
his Majefty, and likewife his commiffion as am- 
baflador to the States General ; in confequence 
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The Charaéter, Manners, and Cuftoms of the 
Indians of Quito, 


From the Spanifh of Don Jorge Juan, Ge. 


Hefe Indians have fuch a coolnefs and in- 
fenfibility of temper, fuch a compofure or 
tranquility of mind, as neither calamities can 
ruffle, nor proiperous and fortunate events al- 
ter or affect. Thofe things which the reft of 
mankind fo earneftly covet and defire are by 
them regarded with the moft perfect apathy 
and indifference. When by chance they fee a- 
ny perfon of diltin¢tion {plendidly drefs’d, they 
neither repine at the meannefs and infufficiency 
of their own habit, nor fhew the leaft inclina- 
tion or defire to be more richly or better cloath- 
ed. Riches they efteem not; of power, ho- 
nours and dignity they are not ambitious. The 
office of an hangman, or executioner, and that 
of alcade, or chief magiftrate of a village (which 
is fometimes conferr’d upon them) are equally 
acceptable to an Indian. He enters upon thele 
offices with the fame indifference and equal in- 
fenfibility. Their own coarfe fare is as agreea- 
ble as the moft delicate viands, and were both 
fet before them they would probably prefer the 
former. So agreeable to them is a ftate of 
eafe and indolence, that rewards will fcarcely 
tempt, fear hardly move, punifhment fcarcely 
compel them to quit it. One would take them 
to be a people without paflions and without 
defires. 

This flow, phlegmatick temper renders them 
very proper for works which require little la- 
bour, but great patience and application, info- 
much that it is common for the Spaniards, 
when they are talking of any tedious work, to 
fay it would weary the patience of an Indian. 
In weaving carpets, quilts, and fuch like, the 
Indians take up the threads of the warp one by 
one, and pafs the woof underneath, and pro- 
ceeding in this irkfome tedious manner, they 
fometimes ipend a year or two in finithing a 
fingle piece. 

Idlenefs and floth are a natural confequence 
of fuch a fedate indolent difpofition. Neither 
their own intere{t and convenience, nor the obd- 
ligations they are under to perform the tafks af- 
fizn’d them by their mafters, are fufficient to 
induce them to work. The care of providing 
food, raiment, and all other neceflaries for the 
family, fal.s intirely upon the dadian women. 
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The women {pin and make the fhort frocks or 
fhirts, and trowzers or drawers, which are the 
whole cloathing of their hufbands, the women 
prepare the machea, which is barley-flower, 
and the camcha, or toafted maiz, which are 
common food of the J/adians: they alfo make 
the chicha which is an intoxicating liquor drawn 
from maiz or /ndian corn: and whilit the wife 
is thus employ’d, the hufband fits by the fire 
upon his hams (which is the favourite pofture 
of all the Jadiaus) looking at her and never 
ftirs but to eat, or ull fome of his acquaintance 
call upon him to go abroad. ‘The only fer- 
vice the men do for the family, is to plough a 
little fpot of ground to grow fuch vegetables as 
they want, but the planting, fowing, and all 
the reft of the culture, is left entirely to the 
wife and children. When they are thus fet at 
their eafe in their cottages there is no moving 
them: if by chance a traveller who has lott 
his way comes to any of their cots, as foon as 
they fee him near the door, they hide them- 
felves, and order the women to deny them, tu 
avoid going a quarter of a league or le{s to 
fhew the ftranger the right road, altho’ they 
might gain a ryal or a half (which is the leatt 
that can be offer’d them) in fuch a fhort time: 
If the traveller aligbts and goes into the cot- 
tage, it is no eafy matter to find them; fcr 
there is no light but what comes through the 
opening or hole that is made for the door, and 
when they are found, all the offers and in- 
treaties he can make will {carcely induce them 
to go along with him; and fo it is when you 
want to employ them in any other fort of bu- 
finefs. 

They eat very little; two or three fpoons full 
of barley-Hower and a drink of chica, or if 
they have no chica, a drink of water after it, 
is their common meal. All the provilion they 
make for a journey is a little {crip or bag, which 
they call gicri-tay full of barley-flour, and a 
{poon. Furnifh’d with thefe they will travel 
50 or 100 leagues: when they are hungry or 
weary, they endeavour to get to fome cottage 
where they may have chicha, but if there be 
no cottage near, they fit down by the fide of 
any ftream, or rivulet, and after they have ta- 
ken 2 or 3 fpoonfuls of the flour, they drink 
a Jarge quantity of chica or water, and with 
this they are as wel fatisfied as if they had re- 
galed in the moft plentiful and elegant manner. 

Their huts, or cottages are very mean and 
{mall: the fire is always in ‘the middle of the 
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cottage: there is but one room which ferves 
them and all the animals they breed, for they 
all live together: dogs they are very. fond of, 
they never want three or four cur dogs; they 
alfo keep hogs, hens, and a fort of little ani- 
mals like rabbits, which they call cuyes. ‘The 
furniture of the cottage confifts in a few ear- 
then veflels, as pots, “pitchers, and fuch like, 
and their beds. Thefe and all the cotton which 
the women fpin, are their whole eftate and 
fuoftance. Their beds are only two or three 
fheep-fkins; they fleep upon them in their or- 
dinary pofture, fitting upon their hams, and 
never undrefs. 

Ailtho’ they keep hens and other animals, 
they never eat them: they are fo fond of thefe 
domefticks that they wul neither kill or fell 
then. If it happens that a traveller is obliged 
to pafs the Night in one of their cottages, and 
defires a hen or pullet for fupper, they will not 
Jet him have one, tho’ he offers to pay them 
ever {9 handiomely for it, and if he takes up- 
on him to kill one himfelf, the Judian women 


make as great outcries and lamentations as if 


they had loft one of their children, but when 
they fee there is no remedy, they will take the 
price offer’d. 

Many of the Indians, when they go upon 
a journey, take their families along with them: 
the women carrying upon their backs the chil- 
dren that can’t walk ; “they 
their Cottage with a Jeathern thong, which they 
think a fvfficient fecurity for their houfhold fur- 
Niture, and certainly there is no great tempta- 
tion for thieves. If the journey be long, they 
{end their tame animais to the cottage of fome 
neighbouring dndian; if fhort, they commit 
the cottage and animals to the care of their 
dogs, which are fo faithful that they wi!l fuifer 
none to enter the cottage during their maiter’s 
ablence. It is remarkable, that the dogs bred 
by the Spaniards and Meffizes diftinguith the 
indians atar off, by their (cent, and bark furi- 
oully at them and attack them, ard the dogs 
bred by the Judians, treat the Speniards and 
Adefizes in the tame manner. 

The Indians work no longer than their maf- 
ters ftand over them: diverfions, dancing, and 
dri inking, are the only things they fhew any 
inclination to, and of theie they are never 
weary. They are extremely addicted to drunk- 
enneis; at their featts and merry meetings they 
begin to drink in the morning, and never ceaie 
*all they have utterly loft all tenfe and motion, 


fatten the door of 
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It is common for the mafter of a feaft to pro- 
vide a veflel of chicha, which contains about 
thirty bottles or more, for each gueft. After a 
flight repaft upon boiled herbs and camcha, 
they begin to drink and dance; the women 
fing and ferve their hufbands with liquor in 
round calabafhes; at the fame time fome of 
the men beat drums, and play upon flageolets, 
after their fafhion: their dancing is nothing but 
a fkipping from ong fide to another without 
any order or regularity. In this manner the 
drinking and diverfion continue ’till all are fuf- 
ficiently dofed, and then men and women, 
brothers and fifters, fathers and daughters, lie 
down together in the moft promifcuous and 
diforderly manner imaginable.‘ he next morn- 
ing they begin to drink again, and never ceale 
till they have drank out all the ftock of liquor 
of the matter of the feaft, When that is done, 
every cueft brings his own ftock of chicha to 
be drank; then they all join to buy more: and 
and thus they continue drinking from day to 
day, ’till they have neither liquor, money, nor 
credit left. To put a ftop to thefe diforders 
the Spani/h curates, who have the care of the 
Indians, are fometimes obliged to go and pour 
out the chica upon the ground, and break up 
the company. It is to be obferved that the 
privilege of getting drunk is enjoyed only by 
the fathers of a family, as they have perions to 
take care of them; and that the women and 
young men are never guiity of thefe excelles. 

Their funeral ceremonies are only a courte 
of drinking. ‘Fhe mourners and all that are 
invited do nothing but drink chica in honour 
of the deceafed, and on thefe occafions they 
oblige all the Indians that pafs by to drink, 
whether they be men or women, young or 
old, and thefe funeral drinking hours {ometumes 
continue four or five days. 

Virginity is in no manner cf efteem amongft 
the Indians : contrary to the cuftom of mott 
other nations, the woman who has been fami- 
liar with the greateft number of men (like a 
modern teat) is the moft fought after, and 
further, in the mot likely way to get an hul- 
band. When an /xdian inclines to marry, he 
takes the woman he choofes with her father’s 
confent, and they live toge ether for three or 
four months, and fometimes a year. If the 
man likes his choice, he marries her at the end 
of that ume, if not, he fends her back to her fa- 
ther; and they often give this as 1 “eafon, that the 
father has endeavoured to cheat them by put- 
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ting a virgin into their hands. It is no uncom- 
mon thing with them to exchange wives with 
One another, without any ceremony or con- 
tract, and it frequently happens that after fome 
time each party refumes his own wife. Incett 
is alfo common amongft them. 

‘They are very fuperftitious and much given 
to divination and fortune-telling: they will 
practife a thoufand fenfcle!s fuperftitions, in or- 
der to obtain fuccefs in a defign, or to know 
whether ,what they defire will come to pals. 
They give little or no heed or attention to 
what the Spani curates fay to them con the 
fubject of religion. It is the fear of the whip 
only that biings them to mafs on Sundays. 
Some of them, whilft they have been under- 
going the lafh for ftaying at home and drink- 
ing, inftead of coming to mais, bave with 
great fimplicity and earneftneis defired the cu- 
rate to order as many more ftripes to be given 
them as would ferve for another fault; for that 
they intended to abfent themfelves and drink 
the following Susday too. The confeflions 
which, the curates oblige them to make are 
mere farces: they will never voluntarily ac- 
knowledge themiclves to have been guilty of 
a fault at all, fo that the curates inform them- 
felves of their tranfgreflions, and make up con- 
feffions which they oblige them to repeat. 

They meet death, whether natural or vio- 
Jent, with the greateft intrepidity and uncon- 
cern, and betray not the leait fign of grief, un- 
eafinefs, or difcompofuree Thole who are 
condemn’d for any crime, walk to execution 
with as much calmneis and injenfibility as if 
they were going to keep their catt'e, or plough 
their farm. At the bull feats they will place 
tiem{elves in the way of a bull in his full ca- 
reer, and fuffer themfelves to be thrown up 
into the air, purely for the fatisfaciion of hav- 
ing run at the bull, and they generally efcape 
unhurt. When they form themielves into bo- 
cies to go to war, they will attack their ene- 
mies let them be ever fo fuperior in number, 
without fear, confideration, or regard to cir- 

umftances. An Indian on horfeback, will at- 
tack bears, without any other arms than a long 
leathern thong with a loop or running knot at 
the end of it; as foon as he comes nigh the 
bear, he throws the loop at him with fo much 
{kill and dexterity, that he never fails to catch 
him by the neck, and then he gallops away at full 
ipeed, which draws the knot tight, drags the 
bear along, and jirangles him. 
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The /ndians are of a ftrong robuft conftitu- 
tion. The venereal difeafe is very common 
amongft them, but never arrives to any great 
degree of malignity; this is attributed to the 
nature of their blood and juices, and the qua- 
lities of the chicha. The fmall-pox makes the 
greateft havock among them, for they are very 
fatal. Spotted fevers they are fometimes feized 
with, but thefe are generally foon cured. Thofe 
who efcape the epidemical diftempers are ge- 
nerally long-lived : there are many above 
I0o years old, and fome of them ftrong and 
healthy. 

The account we have given relates to thofe 
Indians who live together in villages near the 
Spani/h towns and cities, without any Spaniards 
amongft them, but are vifited by curates and 
are fubject to the Spaniards, and employ’d by 
them to cultivate their farms or plantations, 
and in weaving and other works they are capa- 
ble of performing.—There are other Indians 
who are free, and wander about from place to 
place in the woods and uncultivated country: 
their character and cuftoms are not different, 
but their way of life obliges them to ufe more 
exercife, and makes them more prifk and ac- 
tiveex—The indolence of the village Jndians, 
and their unwillingneis to work, probably pro- 
ceed in a great meafure from fullennefs, and 
reicntment of the ufage they have met with 
from the Spaniards; and many of their ill qua- 
lities may be derived from their being greatly 
neglected, and the want of proper inftruction. 
—There are fome /ndians, who live in the 
Spani/b towns and cities, who learn mechanick 
aris, follow trades, and by converfing with the 
Spaniards learn the Ca/ffilian language, and are 
called Ladinos: thefe forfakes their ill cuftom:, 
and are not inferior to the ordinary Spaniards 
in Capacity, induftry, oringenuity. The /xdiaz 
barbers are remarkably dextrous: letting blood 
is a branch of their bufinefs, and they do it as 
ikilfully as the beft European furgeons. Thele 
inftances, together with the civilized ftate and 
condition of the /udians, whilft they were un- 
der the government of the Incas, and the im- 
provements the fefuits have made amongit the 
Indians of Paraguay, fufficiently fhew that no- 
thing but proper care, culture, and diicipline are 
required to make all the modern Judians an in- 
duitrious and ingenious people, 
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S7R, 
AM a young fellow, who, by an uninter- 
rupted ferics of good fortune, have in a ve- 

ry few years, without any beginning, raifed a 
brace of thoufands; and as I had an ambition 
of appeating with grandeur, as the head of no 
obfcure family, I laid out for a wife who was 
born a Gentlewoman. I was foon recom- 
mended to a lady, who is third daughter of a 
South-Briton, of a very ancient family. I faw 
the girl, and liked her, fo bore with great pa- 
tience her haughty mamma’s frequently ree 
minding me of her great condefcenlion, in ad- 
mitting into her family a tradefman. In fhort, 
: Sir, tho’ [am now aftonifhed at my own blind- 
*wnefs, in not feeing with what contempt the 
whole family treated me, I was married, and 
undone; my. wife, brought up like the daugh- 
ter of a noble family, difdains me her Huf- 
band, and is diflatisfied with all my relations. 
Confcious of my inferiority in point of birth, I 
ordered preparations for her coming home, that 
I thought vaftly beyond what a woman of her 
fortune might expect, tho’ the blood of one of 
their ancient kings had run in her veins; but, 
alas! all my attempts to pleafe are fruitlefs; 
her father’s manfion-houfe, and the number 
of his domefticks, are ftill uppermoft in her 
thoughts; and I cannot prevail on her to con- 
fider the prodigious difference between keeping 
fervants here, and at the place of her nativity, 
‘The ftraitnefs of my houfe is another fad caufe 
of complaint. The firft vifitor we had that 
was related to my wife, inftead of congratula- 
ting us on our nuptials, began with a compli- 
ment of condolment; Lord, coufin, how 
can you do to breathe that have been always 
ufed to room? I profefs I pity you. i fhould 
have thought, but Mr. Belladine knows beft his 
own bufinefs, fuch a houfe as this very unfit 
for a lady of your family. Vexed that at Lon- 
don too | was to be baited with a genealogy, I 
turned on my heel, and replied peevifhly, ‘that 
Mrs. Belladine was now to confidcr herfelf not as 
the daughter of the great Efgu <a Morgan, but 
as the wife of a man in trade. Would you be- 
lieve it, Sir, this trifling fpeech has produced a fa- 
mily quarrel. My -mother-in- law fent mea 
{colding letter, in which fhe accufes me of en- 
deavouring to take {rem her 


her child, tho’, by the way, fhe is too fine a la- 
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dy to take the leaft notice of her children, till 
they become marriageable, and confequently 
cannot have much of theit affection to lofe. 
My wife, however, fides with her mother, 
and would willingly follow a xampie in 
making flaves of 2'l about her ; nd has imbi- 
bed the only precept the good hily was at the 
pains of inculcating, namely, 5 A woma 
would preferve her. power, {he muft behave 
with a perfect indifference ta the man fhe ho- 
noured with her hand. Now, as I have nei- 
ther hounds nor hawks to divert my leiture 
hours, nor can like my good father-in-law ; 
when home is too hot, or too cold for me, L 
contole myicif by traverfing wide tracts of bar- 
ren land that own me matter. I hoped for happi- 
fiefs in the converiation of a woman, who 
would exult*in the power of giving it. The 
difappointment of this Hope has made me 
your correfpondent. I would fain prevail on 
thofe ladies, who happen to be fo fruitful,: that 
the younger branches of the family, who are 
by the {mallnefs of their fortune obliged to ac- 
cept of tradefinen, or live ina ftate of celibacy, 
to think on the ablfurdity of bringing up young 
women, who are to have at mott but 1000 or 
1500]. in expectation of all the extravagant fu- 
perfluities, that a lady might hope for with ten 
a as much. My dear fpoute tells me, fhe 
afhamed of my parfimony, becaule { remon- 
ibaa on the imprudence of her enceavouring 
to vie in appearance with the wife of her elder 
brother, tho’ her own and her fifter’s fortune 
were rendered fo diminutive, to make her bro- 
ther a fuitable match for the overgrown one of 
that lady. The preparations made for the 
birth of one who is to be the future heir of the 
family, is to be the model for my ipvule to go 
by ; and her mamma thinks I am wanting in 
the high fenfe I ought to have of her condei- 
cenlion, becaufe I do not run the hazard of 
bankrupcy, to wipe off by glitter and fhow the 
heavy difgrace of my ftanding behind a coun- 
ter. This, Sir, is my cafe, and I belicve the

Bel, prior of the convent of the Trinity, who 
being come to wait upon her Majefty in her 
Chamber, having conduéted him into an adja- 
Cent gailery ; (Gallerie des Cerfs) after fome 
queftions and a ftrict obligation to fecrefy, fhe 
dclivered him a pacquet of papers with three 
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fons foever fhe fhould demand it; and to‘take 
particular notice of the day, hour and place, 
where he had receiv’d it... «> 

On Saturday the roth of the fame month at 
One in the afternoon, her Majefty fent another 
of her fervants to call father 4 Bel, whom he 
conducted into the aforefaid gallery, fhutting 
the door fo haftily after him, that his reve- 
rence was a little aftonifhed. ‘The Queen was 
about the middle of the gallery,, talking with 
one of her followers, whom, he afterwards 
found to be the Marquis of Uonaldefhi; and 
there was another gentleman. a little further, 
and two others beyond him. Her Majefty ha- 
ving called for the pacquet and open’d it, fhew’d 
the Marquis the letters and writings which were 
in it, afking him with a great: deal of gravity 
whether he knew any of them? which -he de- 


denied, but not without fome alteration in his | 


countenance: whereupon her Majefty pulling 


out the originals, of. which. thefe papers were | 


only the copies, the Marquis at. laft acknow- 
ledg’d his own hand, and endeavouring to caft 
the blame on feveral other perfons, threw him- 
felf at her Majefty’s feet, imploring her, :par-. 
don: but. feeing the three men above men- 
tion’d draw their fwords, he. got -up, and. fol- 
lowing the Qreen from one corner of; the gal- 
lery to another, he begg’d her Majefty to hear~ 
ken to what he could fay in: his own defence, 
or in mitigation of his crimes ;.all which ‘fhe 
heard, and bid father /e Bel take,.notice how 
much liberty fhe gave that perfidious traytor to 
juttify himfelf if he could. 

After that, the Marquis gave her Majefty 
fome papers, and two or three little keys ty’d 
together; but her Majefty not being fatisfy’d 
with his.excufes, {peaking to the prieft pretty 
loud and with a grave and fettled tone, Father, 
(faid fhe) J leave this man with you, di/pofe bim 
to die, and.take care of his foul. Upon which 
both the Marquis and the prieft throwing them- 
felves at her feet, to beg the poor Marquis’s 
life, her Majefty told the-latter, That /he could 
not grant it, and that the traytor was more 
criminal than thofe that are broke on the-svheel 
that foe had communicated to him her maft. tm- 


portant affairs and fecret thoughts; that foe’ 


woud. not reproach him with the favours foe bad 
conferr’d on him, which exceeded what foe cou’d 
have done to a brother, as foe had always look’d 
upon him te be, adding, that bis own conjcaence 
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ought to be bis executioner, And fo left the Mar- 
guis in the hands of the father, with the three 
men who were prefling him with their naked 
fwords at his breaft to confefs himifelf. 

At the earneft requeft of the Marquis, the 
chief of thefe three went to: the Queen to en- 
deavour to procure his pardon; but being or- 
dered to haften hisexecution, returning ih tears, 
Think of God and your foul, Marquis, faid he, 
you muft die. 

It was the prieft’s turn next to ufe his endea- 
vours to obtain mercy for the tinfortunate Mar- 
quis, who accordingingly finding her SwediS 
Majefty alone in her chamber, with tears in his 


eyes he bega’d upon his knees, and conjured her. 


by the wounds and fufferings of Ze/us Chri/?, to 
have compaffion on the Marquis. But all in 
vain; for her Majefty pretending to be forry 
that fhe could not’grant him his requeft after his 
perfidy, and the cruelty to which the wretch 
would have expofed her perfon ; fhe concluded, 
that he ought to have no hopes of mercy, fince 
many a one had their bones broken on a wheel, 
who had not fowell deferved it as that traytor. 

The prieft took then the liberty to reprefent, 


that her Majefty was not only in the dominions, 


but in the very palace of the moft Chriftian 
King, and fhould. well confider what fhe was 
about to do; advifing her to deliver up the 
Marquis to the hands of . publick juftice in a le- 
gal way, left the ‘world fhould accufe her of 
violence and temerity, ‘- * 

To this fhe anfwered, That being a fovereign 
prince, and having ‘abfolute power over all-her 
fubjects, fhe would: not demean herfelf to foli- 

it againft a traytor: that tho’ fhe was in the 
ing of France’s palace, fhe was not there as 
captive; adding, that fhe would take care to in- 
form the King of the matter, defiring the father 
to mind the renitent’s foul. ! 


The prieft returning with this melancholy » 


meflage to the Marquis, the latter at laft con- 
fefled himfelf in Latin, French, and Italian, as 
the horror and confufion which he was in, 
allowed him. At laft, feeing the Queen's chap- 
lain come in, he ran to him in hopes of mercy 
thro’ his ‘favour, They difeourfed long toge- 
ther, holding one‘another’s hands. “The chap- 
lain went to the Queen, and took the chief of 
the three-men along with him ; who foon com- 
ing back without the chaplain, AZarguis, faid 
he, beg pardon of Ged, for yor muft die without 
any more delay; are yor confeffed P And fo prefl- 
ing him up againft the wall at the end of the

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gallery, he gave him a thruft about the right 
pap, which the Marquis endeavouring to parry,. 
the other drawing his {word thro’ the fingers of 
his right hand, cut three of them; and finding 
his fword bent, told one of the others, that he 
had armour on, as indeed he had a. coat of mail: 
weighing nine or ten pounds 5, whereupon giv- 
ing him another thruft in the face, the Marquis. 
cried out to the prieft, Father! Father! And 
he coming up, the others withdrew a little, 
the Marquis told the prieft fomething more than 
he had before, for which he gave him abfolu- 
tion ; and then throwing himfelf on the ground, 
another ftruck him .over the bead, which 
brought away fome of the bone ; fo that being 
now ftretched out upon his belly, he, made fig- 
nals to them to cut his throat; whereupon they 
gave him feveral ftrokes about the neck, which 
had little effeét, becaufe of the coat of mail which: 
reached that far, 

Mean time, when he expected only the laft 
ftroke, having the door of the gallery open, he 
looked about, and feeing the chaplain he turned. 
himfelf as well as he could, and leaning on the 
wall defired to fpeak with him: and then joining 
his hands, he faid fomething to him by way of 
confeffion ; after which, the chaplain with the 
other prieft’s permiflion, did likewife give him.

The Origin of the Bacchanalian Feafts. 


T HE moft probable conjecture, with re- 
fpe€t to the origin of thefe extravagant fe- 
ftivals, is this; they were, firft, the inftitutions 
of piety in honour to the true God, but were 
afterwards disfigured by the circumftances that 
were fuperadded to them. 

Ail nations in general, have a natural defire 
to perpetuate the remembrance of great evenis 
by annua! reprefentations of them on fome pe- 
Culiar days; and I fhail confirm this obfervation 
by one or two'known inftances. It was for- 
merly the cuftom in France, and it ftill prevails 
in fome of our neighbouring nations, to cele- 
brate Chriftmas, Eafter, and fome other fefti- 
vals, with dramatic reprefentations of the my fte- 
rics we adore. And tho’ the Cliriftian religion, 
which entirely refides in the heart, and in a life 
of virtue and integrity, derives but little advan- 
tage from thefe tumultuous practices-; they how- 
ever are always pleafing tothe people, becaufe 
they are fuch devotions as amufe them, without 
any inordinate influence on their paffions. The 
Mahometans, in the pilgrimage to Mecca, 
where they believe that Ifhmael, the patriarch 
of the Arabs, formerly refided, reprefent the 
flight of Hagar into the defart, by fome pecu- 
liar ceremonies. They look behind them, and, 
on each fide, they fearch about with a feemin 
inguietude, and afterwards exprefs a fudden joy, 
asif they had found what they fought for. You 
may diicover, in fome of thefe ceremonials, 
fome traces of the hiftorical account of the well 
where Hagar and her fon quenched their thirft. 
Thefe examples are fufficient to my prefent 
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All antiquity is full of the like ceremonies, 
which were inftituted to preferve the memorial 


of. thofe events in which the people thought. 
themfelves moft interefted. In the: tmes that’ 


immediately fucceeded the deluge, when the 
fons of Noah, inftead of difperfing themfelves, 
in order to re-peopie the earthy had determined 
to dwell together, and employed themfelves in 
building in the parts adjacent to the Euphrates ; 
all the other: regions remained uncultivated. 
Whole continents were darkened with woods, 
and the animals multiplied without number. 
After this difperfion, when each family began to 
be eftablifhed in the lands they had chofen for 
their fettlements, the favage beafts ifiued out of 
their gloomy wilds, and infefted the labour of 
the inhabitants, by their devaftations ; fo that 
‘the new colonies were never certain of enjoying 
their harvefts, or the fruit of their vines. To 
check the courfe of thefe calamities, Nimrod, 
the grandfon of Ham, led the youths of his can- 
ton to the chace, cleared the country of thefe 
ranacious animals, and rofe, from a mighty 
hunter, to the dignity of a Monarch. The 
people, after his death, not only celebrated fo- 
lemn feftivals at his tomb, and fung his praifes, 
after thofe of the Deity, which introduced the 
firft degeneracy of their religious worfhip ; but 
they likewife intermixed thefe fefti: als with re- 
prefentations of thofe famous huntings, which 
had fecured fertility and fafety to the neighbour- 
ing countries. They ufually began with facri- 
fice and invocations to the God Jao or Jevoe. 
They likewife carried a fpear, becaufe they were 
advancing to achace; but this {pear was ‘encom- 
pafled with flowers and vine-leaves, becaufe they 
were only to exhibit the reprefentation of a 
chace ; in confequence of which they ran from 
one mountain to another, and gave their imita- 
tions an air of reality, by fhedding the blood of 
thofe beafts they happened to meet. Thofe 
who were covered with the greateft quantity 
of blocd, feemed to have been pre-eminent in 
the chace; and as fome of Nimrod’s expediti- 
ons were employed ip hunting down the wild 
beafts, and others undertaken by him, with a 
view to inftruct the people in the manner of 
cultivating corn and wine; it became cuftomary 
at thefe feafts to carry in a pompous manner the 
yan, with which they winnowed their corn; 
and a portion of wine was diftributed among 
the.aflittants. No ceremonies could be better 
calculated to perpetuate the memory of Nim- 
rod’s fervices, and thefe remarks are at leait a 
sketch of what may be faid, with relation to the 
original of wine feaits.

World, thac it is not at all ftrange it fhould be- 
come a Doubr whether he was living or not. All 
Motions therefore for his being reftored to the 
Governnien. of Courland are our ot Seafon, and 
Can be attended with no favourable Cowlequences 
to him, to cne People who were once ‘his Sub- 
jects, or to thole who make thefe Motions, as 
‘Lime will fhew.
